W H E R E AS by the Statutes * 1 13th ad 1245 my Charles the Second, It is enacted that no 


Lands and Tenements out of which, together with the Cauſe for which the ſame ſhould be ſo Seized, ſhould 
I be plainly and particularly expreſſed, but ſhould be thereof wholly diſcharged without Petition, Plea, 


or other Trouble or Charge whatſoever, by force whereof the ſeveral Seizures, Farms, Rents, Debts, 


Matters and Things, ſtanding in Charge upon the Great or Annual Roll of this Court, ought to be 
| written in the Proceſs, called, The SuMMons of the Pipe, Ifluing at two ſtated Times in every Year, 


to the ſeveral Sheriffs within England, for the levying thereof: And in the ſaid Proceſs the Perſons of
